| The bill was amended in the senate 
| 80 that I2-knot vessels will receive $2 
per mile, which is the allowance under 
| existing law to 16-kndt vessels. Amend- 
ments were also adopted providing that 
if two or more lines of steamships ply 
from Atlantic ports to South America, 
under the provisions of the bill, one 
line shal] stop at two ports south of 
Cape Charles and stipulating that no 
more sha!l be paid for subsidies than 
is received by the government as reve- 
nue from such service. During the con- 
sideration of the measure Mr. Hale 
made a spirited plea for an auxiliary 
navy, declaring that without auxiliaries 
our navy is dependent upon. foreign 
‘countries, and tnat in case of war we 
would be helpless. 3 

The bill was passed without a di- 
vision of the senate being called for. 

A ibill was also passed increasing the 
salaries of men employed in the life- 
Savings service. 

At 4:30 p. m. the senate adjourned. 

Bacon for Southern Ports. 


Immediately after the’ bill was Jald 
before the senate Senator Bacon pro- 
posed an amendment providing that 
one of the subsidized mail lines on the 
Atlantic coast should touch at two 
ports south of Cape Charles. Mr. Bacon 
stated that the south has a large trade 
in Cotton goods, lumber and naval 
stores, and he contended that the 
South American trade in these articles 
could be built up by better shipping 
facilities. That trade is now, he said, 
supplied by tramp ships, which do not 
bring a return cargo.

Records in Board of Health Are 


Neglected and Are Not 
Complele, 


MAY BE PROSECUTIONS 
TO ENFORCE THE LAW

Reports Show More Deaths Than 
Births in City—Marriages Are 
Not Reported to Board at 
All, and Ordinary’s Rec- 
ords Are Incomplete. 


—————— 


According to the official reports of 
the board of health the death rate an- 
nually in Atlanta is greater than that 
of the births. Of course, the births 
and the 
reason that the figures are reversed in 
the board of health reports is because 
the law is not obeyed, and the births 
are not reported. 

While looking up the taw on this 
it was asceftained that the 
preachers and others who perform 
marriage ceremonies are as negligent 
about obeying the city laws as are the 
physicians. 

There is a law requiring physicians 
and others to report every birth that 
occurs in the city. There is also a law 
cequiring those who perform marriage 
ceremonies to report such marriages 
within forty-eight hours after the 
ceremony. 

The first law is partially complied 
with; the latter is not complied with 
at all. 

Reports of marriages should also be 
made to the ordinary, but this is not 
regularly and consistently done. 

In other words, Atlanta's vital statis- 
tics are solely @&d sadly neglected. 

A few years ago the reports of births 
were rarely ever made, law or no law. 
Within the past year, after the board 
of-health took the matter up there 
Wag an improvement shown, but the 
reports are still not kept up as they 
should be. , 

What the Records Show.

BISHOP RAISED LARGE SUMS 


For Church Work, Inaugurating 
The Twentieth Century Thank 
Offering — Bishop Fowl¢r’s 
Funeral Services Will Be 
Held Next Monday. 


New York, March 20.—The Rev. 
Charles H. Fowler, bishop of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, died at his 


home here today. 

Bishop Fowler had been critically ill 
only since last Wednesday. His death 
was due to heart failure’ resulting 
from a complication of diseases. He 
had been in all health for two years. 

His last public appearance was at 
Metropolitan Temple on Sunday fol- 
lowing Washington’s birthday, when 
re took part in a Washington memo- 
rial service. 

Bishop Fowler’s long life was filled 
with activity for the church and the 
cause of education. Born in Burford, 
Ontario, in 1837, he was graduated 
from Genessee college, now Syracuse 
University, in 1859. 


He Studied the Law. 


After completing his education, he 
removed to Chicage, where he studied 
law but never practiced that profes- 
sion. Entering the ministry at the 
conclusion of his studies, he served as 
pastor of several churches in Chicago 
during the next ‘welve years, and in 
1872 was elected president of North 
Western university. He remained at 
the head of that institution four years 
and then became editor of The Chris- 
tian Advocate, in New York. He was 
made general missionary secretary of 
the church in 1880 and four years later 
was elected bishop. 

As missionary secretary, Bishop 
fowler organized Pekin university, in 
North China; Nanking university, in 
central China; the first Methodist 
B'ipiscopal church im St. Petersburg; 
established the McClay College of The- 
clogy, in southern Céglifornia, and con- 
solidated the three co} es in Ne- 
braska into the Nebraska Wesleyan 
university, at Lincoln. 

He suggested and inaugurated the 
twentieth century thank offering of 
his church, whereby more than twenty 
nmillian dollars was raised for the 
church. He also originated the open 
door emergency commission, which 
eventuated in the Great Claveland 
convention, at which $233,000 was 
raised in a single evening. 

Hie was a member of the board of 
managers of the Mehodist Missionary 
Society; Firemen’ Aid and other Meth- 
odist societies.

department. 

The committee, of which Forrest Adair 
is chairman, was so deeply impressed 
by the statements made by Captain R. 
M. Clayton, city engineer, and Manager 
Woodward that each was asked to pre- 
pare a statement embodying their re- 
marks and including the statistics and 
estimates made, and present them to 
each member on next Monday, prior to 
a second meeting of this committee on 
Tuesday afternoon.

An exhaustive report on the subject of 
septic tanks by a United States expert 
was read +o the meeting. This was fol- 
by a general discussion, during 
Captain Clayton deciared that At- 
rapidly that the 
city was imperatively in need of thesa 
tanks into which the sewerage refuse 
might be carried and done away with 
trunk systems 
into running etreams and destroying the 
water. 

He told how one of these could be 
placed at the end of each of the seven 
main sewers in the city at an estimated 
cost of $150,000 each, using up all of the 
proposed bond issue, but giving the city 
the best sewerage system to be found 
in the south. 

Captain Clayton told of the miles of 


strests in Atlanta om which there were 
water mains and no sewerage pipes, and 
declared this materially affected the gen- 
eral health of the city. 

Mortality Rate and Sewers. 


City Healt Officer Kennedy gave an 
interesting statement in regard to the 
mortality rate in Athamta, and declared 
that i could be magerially lessened by 
impoving the sewerage system, which, 
he thought, contributed greatly to the 
sickness of the city. 

General Manager Park Woodvard fol- 
lowed in a statement on behalt of the 
waterworks system, showing the pres 
ent and growing needs of his depart- 
mem t. 

He declared that during the summer 
months, when so many million gallons 
of water were used daily, that it was 
impossible, with the present filtration 
system, to give pure water in the middle 
of the day. He stated that double the 
capacity of the filters were used dur- 
ing the summer months. 

He, too, told of the streets in the city 
with water and without sewers, of the 
streets without water, of the wells 
which were close to streams fed from 
sewers and of the poor water supply in 
the heart of the city. His talk made an 
impression, and he was asked to present 
& statistical report at ths next meet- 
ing, if not before. 

After a general discussion the commit- 
tee adjourned, without action, to meet 
again Tuesday afternoon. 

Market for Bonds, 

While the committee mentioned above 
was in session in one room the sub- 
committee to investigate the market for 
bonds at present, and how the same 
shall be marketed, presided over by 
Ohairman T. D. Meador, met in another 


room. 

This committee went into details in re- 
gard to bond issues past and present, 
and decided to report favorably upon 
the matter. 

It was urged that the passage of the 
Aldrich bill, basing an iSsuance of cur- 
rency upon bonds, would doubtless 
cause a demand for bonds, and it was 
felt that an fseue could be floated, if 
properly handled. D. Woodward, a mem- 
ber of this committee, stated that while 
he might favor a bond issue for the 
improvement of the waterworks and 
sewerage system of the city, he was op- 
posed to the gemeral proposition of 
suing bonds, and would like to see the 
tax rate ralsed instead.

JACKSON COURTS INQUIRY.

Also Made a New Kecord on Lake 
Worth Course. 

Palm Beach, Fla., March 20.—Commo- 
dore E. J. Schroeder's Dixie, of Jersey 
City, today captured the Dewar shield 
offered for the fastest mile, established 
a new record for this course, and low- 
ered the record made on the Hudson 
river course, under the auspices of the 
Motor Club of America.

Brisk Advance Made In the 
Last Hour, 


Professional Traders During Day 
Shifted Positions Continually. 
Attention Given State of Iron 
and Steel Trade — Ex- 
tracts From Report. 


New York, March 20.—The only mo- 
tive iff the stock market today, seem- 
ed to be the shifting operations of the 
professional traders. This element 
acted without any show of fixed con- 
viction, changing position many times 
throughout the day. The speculative 
tone wags one of uncertainty and in- 
Stability until the brisk advance of the 
final hour. Large attention was given 
to the state of the irom and steel trad@ 
owing to the publication of the pam- 
phiet report of the United States Steel 
Corporation for the last year, and also 
to the outcome of the conferences yes- 
terday amongst gtee] men over the pol- 
icy of maintaining prices. The con- 
tents of the annual report for the most 
part presented conditions of a past date 
which are no longer of influence in a 
Speculative sense. Of a different sort 
was the observation with which the re- 
port closed that “the bookings for Jan- 
uary were 25 per cent larger than De- 
cember, and for February 25 per cent 
larger than for January. As thig re- 
port goes to press the bookings per day 
are at least 25 per cent larger than 
those of February. The management ex- 
presses hopeful views of the future.’’ 
This paragraph was a corrective, in 
some sort, of impressions which eman- 
ated from the recent conference that 
the rate of improvement in the trade 
was not being fully sustained in Maroh. 
In connection with the determination 
arrived at yesterday to maintain prices 
the language of 
the report on foreign trade was read 
with interest where it said: 

‘In order to obtain the maximum 
benefits from such (foreign) trade dur- 
ing times of lesser activity in busi- 
ness in the Womestic market it seems 
wise to sell continuously in the neutral 
markets of the world, and even at 
times when foreign trade conditions do 
not result in prices so near the domes- 
tic prices as were received in 1907.”
